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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

• • * , 

The primary objects of this Bill are three : one to empower the Lo<^uI Governments in all 
the principal ports of British Ii^dia to levy a moderate duty for the supj>orl. of local hospitals 
to which seamen resort for medical aid. ITie duty will in no ease exceed one anna jier ton, and 
will be leviable in resjK»ct of all merchant-ships lying* in such ports, linder Bengal At:t III of 
1807, the Lieutenant-Gq,vernor of Bengal has alreaily this |xjwer as regards vessels lying in the 
port of Calcutta. 

In jwrts to which the present Port A(‘t extends, ships of over 200 Unw bunlmi cannot be 
moved without having a pilot, on Imard, and siiuillcr vessels cannot* be inovt‘d without 
the authority of the Conservator. The second object of the Bill is to extend t.hi.s ruh* to the 
navigable channels leading to those ports. 

Its third object is to provide for the arrest of foreign deserters in any port, of British 
India on the applicJtion of the Coiisul of any foreign j)ower to wlwcli the Foreign T)i‘S(‘rlers 
Act, 1852, has been deelartnl ap])li(‘able. Similar provisions are in for<‘e in the ]K»rts of Bom- 
bay (Act XIII of 1850, s. 117), Calcutta (Bengal Act IV of iSOtJ, s. lUil) and Madras 
(Madras Act VIll of 1887, s. 80.) • 

As the law relating to ports and port-dues is now ermtained in nr) le.ss than twent.y-two 
Acts, it has been thought^ more desirable to consolidate these laws with the additions above 
specified than to add a twenty-third tr» iheir number. 

Tlie Bill is divided into taghi chajiters : 

Chapter 1 contains the usual ])reliuiinary matter. 

Chapter II empowers the Local Oovornment^? to extend the proposed Art to any port to 
which it will not in the* llrst instance apjdy, to alter the limits of any port, in which the j)roj>OKed 
Act may he in force, and to make jwrt-rules for the purposes imuitioued in Ar*.t XXII of 1855, 
section 7. The op]xn*t unity has been taken to define ^high-water mark' as the rnerlium high 
tide between the springs and the iicay)s (A//y. Grn, v. CAanidcrx, 4 DeCJ. M;w\ & G. 20(», 
218). 

Chapter III deals with the Conservator and other Port-officers and doserihe^s tlu*ir powers 
and duties. A clause (17) taken from the Beng*al Act 111 of ISfifi empowers any ( ’onseiTator, 
for the purpose of extinguishing liios in his port, to require the master of any ship of more 
than 500 tons burden to place at bis disj>osaI three-fourths of tlie cn»w then under such 
msistcr's orders. In other respects this chapter makes no substantia! changtJ in the law. 

Chapter IV contains sundry rules for the .‘>afety of shi|)ping iiiid the preservation of ports. 
There is nothing substantially new, except a clatise (eopied from Ihnigal A(!t III of ibt)7) 
imposing a penalty on any nuisb »• who wilf illy omits b) take onh^r to extinguish tire <m board 
his ship; and another clause (taken from Bengal Act ill 4)f 1805) empowering the Loeal 
Government to make rules for the jircvention of fire from pctrolcuirr and other inflainmuble oils. 

Chapter V relates to the subject of salvage in j)orts and is (xpiivalent to sections »i8 and 
39 of Act XXII of 1855, 

Chapter VI relates to Port-dues, llio provisions of Act VII of 1873, under which the 
Local Government extending the ])roj)os«.’il Act to any |)ort may declare the maxi mum amount 
of^ dues to be h'A’ied* therein, (but within the limits of a statutory ntaximum), and the condi- 
tions and modifications under which such dues shall be l(»vied, liave been made apjdicable to ail 
ports of British India not now 8uljje<;t to Act XXII of 1855. 

Pow'er has been given to the Lcn^al Governments to direct tliat for the y)urj)nR(*s of p)rt-fun<l 
accounts any numlxjr of ports .sliall be regarded as constituting a single port. Similar provisions 
are contained in Madras Act VIT of 1807 and Bombay Act XI of 1800. 

The rules relating to jiort-dues chargeable on vessels nsentering ports from stress of 
weather, entering in l)allast, or not discharging or taking in cargf) or piisso'ngcrs, which are now 
repeated in*many local Acts, have been made of general a])plicat,ion. A general powcir als(T has 
been given to comyiound for p<ji't-ducs. 

A general clause has been introduced fixing the maximum fees for certain services, such as 
hauling, rernooring, removing from one jwtrt of the j»ort to anfdhcr, hof)king and measuring. 
Similar clauses are to 1x3 found iu Act XXX of 1857, Bengal Act I of 1803, and Madras Act 
Vllofl867. 

A pn)vision taken from Bengal Act III of 1807 has been introduced t.o authorise the 
refusal of port-clearanccs until the pinment of the expensjis attciKhmi on fluj illness or death 
of masters, seiftnen and apprenliees, which, under the Merchant Shipping Act (17 & 18 Vic.^ 
c. 104) s. 228, are to lx? defrayed by the shi])-owncr. 

Chapter VII contains the general provisions as to penalties found in Act XXII of 1855, 
seetions 65 to 59, C»3 and 04. And Chapter Vlll provides for the arrest of foreign deserters 
and contains a few other miscellaneous provisions. 

The Bill is followed by two Schedules : The first sliows in a talnilar form — (ff) all the 
ports in w^^ich«Act XXII of 1855 is now in forc‘e, and to which the pr#*scat measure will apply 
in the first instance ; (4) the ships on which dues will Ixj levied ; (rr) tlio maximum rate per 
ton ; and {d) how often the rate will be leviable. The second ta hcdule sj)CcifieB the enactmeuts 
which the Bill if it become, law will remove from the Statute-book.
